Many Millions 


Ready For Pool 


Body Found Aug. 11 Near 


Clearport 


Lancaster authorities are of the 


belief that a man-found murdered 
four miles southwest of Clearport, 
Fairfield-co, on August 
11. was 


Harvey H. Carper, aged 58, a res- 
ident of-Saltcreek-twp. 


Identification 
was made by a 


young woman and four young men 
who went to Lancaster to learn if 
their father, missing since July 15, 
might have "been the man slain. 
The five are the daughter and sons 
of Mr. Carper, who kept a small 
farm at Whisler. 
The farm 
is 


about eight miles from the spot 
where the body was found. 


IDENTIFY TEETH 


The children of the missing man 


said that the false teeth and the 
shoes of the murdered man were 
like those of their father. They 
said he weighed about 135 pounds, 
which is less than the officers es- 
timated his weisrht when he was 
found. The children were unable 
to identify their father from the 
photograph 
which had become 


swollen and disfigured before dis- 
covery. 


The arms of the bodv had appar- 


ently been cut off and were found 
buried near the corpse. The chil- 
dren could offer no reason for such 
an act by the murderer as their 
father had no tatoos or other iden- 
tifying marks on his arms. It may 
have been that dogs or other 
beasts tore_the arms away but 
they~appearecT to have" been cut: 


NO MOTIVE FOUNJ> 


No motive could be offered for. 


the murder o"flaIfT"Car'{Jeir;"He"pos- 
sessed'little money but had a small 
adequate income from royalties on 
two oil wells in West Virginia. He 
was a frequent visitor to Hunting- j 
ton, 
W. Va., where he was friend- j 


ly with a married woman who op- 
crated a hotel in which he fre- 
quently staved. His children dis- 
approved of this friendship, they 
told Prosecutor Cunningham, 
of 


Lancaster, who questioned them. 
Their father had no enemies, they 
said. 
Another dauehter, 
who 
lives 


elsewhere in Ohio, informed her 
sister and brothers that she had 
not seen their 
father for 
some 


time. He was last seen in Whis- 
ler about July 15th.

CdDJMBUS, O., Oct. 3—A vig- 


orous campaign to clear Ohio skies 
of "death-trap" airplanes was start 
ed today by State Director 
of 


Aeronautics Frank McKee. 


McKee launched his drive to eli- 


minate dangerous aircraft by en- 
listing the support of the Buckeye 
Sheriffs association in a series of 
five meetings at which sheriffs, 
prosecutors and police chiefs will be 
told of the part they are to play in 
enforcing the new state aeronau- 
tics, code. 
Scores of Ohio lives are con- 


stantly endangered by 50 or 60 
airplanes which in one way or an- 
other are unairworthy, McKee de- 
.clared. 
Under the aeronautics code adop- 
ted by the 89th general assembly, 
Lieutenant McKee and his deputies 
are empowered to enforce the fed- 
^rat^aviatiorr laws. One of the^first 
steps will be the elimination of all 
planes not up to the federal stan-
